San Fiumoisco, March 16.— Tho owners 
of sealiai?

Rio dk Janeiro, March 16. — The oircam- 
•tanoea which led to da Gama's offer of sur- 
render were i ; doubt the preparations for o 
4eoIslve fight, which had been mado by 
Pelzoto, Peizoto has issued an official do 
crso announoiog that at poou'di^y all th 
Government batteries Votiid open fire upon 
tho rebel ships in the bay as well oa upon 
Fort Villegaiguon and Cobras Island. 

Warning had boon given to oitlzana to 
leave the city and seek ahelter ontaide the 
range of tho rebel guns. -There was no 
doubt felt that the insurgent gnoners would 
reply to the Government fire and bombard 
the city, doing consideroble damage to 
buildings, but with more than sixty heavy 
guns which Peixoto now has in his various 
batteries, the flght, it was thought, should 
not last long. The Government forces wore 
'n high spirits over tbe prospeots of a 
general ooofiiot and appeared ready to fight 
to the death for the established Government 
of Brazil. 

Residents of Rio would have been put to 
an immense amount of trouble in getting 
out of the way of the artillery duel on such 
short notice, and none of them oould feel 
sure that his home or shop would not be In 
ashes when he returned. Yet they realized 
that this action of Peixoto was a necessity, 
If any end was to be pub to tbe business of 
the paralyzing and anomalous state of 
afi'aira which had so long existed. With 
tho Republica and Aqutdaban somewhere 
out at sea, and the loyal navy guarding the 
entrance to the harbor to prevent their re 
turn or cacapa of the hemmed-in rebel 
ship?, the enemy waa at a groat disadvan- 
tage, and tho general sentiment waa that 
oven if Poixoto did draw their fiercest firo 
upon tho capital ho was justified in doing 
so under tho ciroumataneea. 

The dynamite cruiser Nictheroy, the sub- 
marine torpedo boat Pirating (formorly the 
Ericsson Destroyer) and the European tor- 
pedo boat Aurora had advanced innido the 
harbor bar and had taken up an advantage- 
ous and partially sheltered position between 
Fort Sao Joao and Sugar Loaf fort, from 
which tho Niotheroy could lodge a dynamite 
shell within the ramparts of Fort Villegaig- 
non. It was fully expected the remaining 
essola of the loyal fleet, including the 
America, Parnahyda and tlio five more tor- 
pedo boats which lay just outside the en- 
trunoo to tho bay, with tho loyal forts Sao 
Joao and Santa Cruz, ought to be fully able 
to prevent tho Republic^k and Aquidaban 
from rejoining tho rebel fleet had ouoh an 
attempt been made. 

Peixoto, in accordance with the terms of 
an agreement entered into some time ago 
between the belligerents on both aides and 
foreign goTemmenta cepreaented in Rio 
Janeiro, aent word to foreign naval com- 
manders that ho would after the expiration 
of forty-eight hours from tho receipt of 
this meuaiigo begin tlio boiiib.'irdinent of the 
insurgent fleet by tho guns in tho city bat- 
teries. 

This notiee was intended to allow the 

merchant fleet in the bay, as well ua the 
foreign men-of-war, to seek a safe anchorago 
niiteidc tho line of fire; but it was ac- 
knowledged that if the rebel ships, instead 
of coming out into tho open to fight, should 
continuo their established practice of an- 
choring among tho merchant sliips, it would 
complicate matters considerably. 

Poixoto in the early months of the revolt 
used occasionally to tiro upon the rebuls 
from the guns ho was mounting in the newly 
ceuBtructed batturiea on the hill tops eur- 
rounding tho city and from others on the 
water fiont. This brought an answering 
lire from tho rebels upon the city and en- 
dangered tho lives and property of foreign 
residents, who appealed to their respcolivo 
governments for protootion. This resulted 
in vigorous protests to Mollo, who replied 
that as long aa Poixoto ficed upon him from 
tho city Rio should be regarded as a forti- 
lied town, and treated accordingly. Peixoto 
thereupon agreed to dtsist from using the 
city b.itteries upon the rebels, and while ho 
etill continued to strengthen aud increase 
these batteries in number, the rebel fleet 
thereafter was subject only to tho lire of 
local forts and tho Nictheroy shore batteries. 

Tho insurgents, however, would have been 
assailed from threo quarters at once — from 
tho loyal forts, tho city batteries and the 
newly purchased Government fleet. Both 
sides had cleared for action, ond Rio, figur- 
atively speaking, was holding her breath in 
expectation of the biggest fight of the rebel- 
lion. 

Bdenos Avbes, March 16.— Rio do Jan- 
eiro dispatches say that tho surrender of 
tho insurgents was due to the lact of provi- 
■ions. Da Gama is denounced for bis dcsor- 
sion. It is understood the Government will 
demand his surrender as a pirate by any 
country harboring him. It la thought that 
Mell has also deserted. Tho loyul fleet will 
be Bcnt in search of tbe Republica and tbe 
A(|uidaban. 

\i. A. Brinley, who commanded the crow 
of tho dynamite gun aboard tho Niotheroy, 
was disrated at Bahia because ho kept the 
gun out of order. The Government ofBcora 
suspect him of being a traitor. 

Tlio French warship Magon, on which 
Admiral da Gama sought refuge, transferred 
him and eight other insurgent ollkors to tho 
Portugueao warship, and then put out again. 
Several hours lator a French mull steamer 
was stopped as she waa leaving port, prob- 
ably bcciuao the Federal authorities sus- 
peotod that she curried tho insurgent Ad- 
miral. Her cnptain proved to tho satisfac- 
tion of tho Brazilians that uono of tho insur- 
gents were aboard her. 

President Peixoto and hisoabiuot are con- 
sidering whether or not they will demand 
from tho Portuguese Government the aur- 
rondor of Di Gama. It is known that the 
inaurgont admiral was ni08t anxious to got 
an asylum under tho Britiah flig. He ap- 
plied for passage on board a ateamer of tho 
Koyal Mail Ste»m Packet company, whoso 
vosaols ply bet^yoen South Amorioan ports 
and Southampton, bub tho captain deolined 
to carry him. .... . . 

I)a Gama and bis eight oflicers are on the 
Portuguese coryette Mindell, to which they 
were' transferred, from tho French cruiser 
Magon. .'I'he Gqyernment applied yesterday 
to the Portuguese minister for the surrender 



of the insurgent admiral and staff. Th 
minister declined to give Da Gama up and 
tho Government have sent a dispatch to Lis- 
bon repeating their application, which the 
minister had rejected. Admiral Da Gama 
waa desoribad in this dipatch aa a military 
oriminal and defaalter, having nothing in 
common with the ordinary political refugee. 
The Liabon Government has nob yob re- 
turned an unawer. 

The Portuguese morohant ateamer 
Ciudad do Porto waa fired on by the Porta 
aa she was leaving harbor last night. She 
was compelled eventually to stop, and ahe 
waa Boarohcd by Government oflioiala, who 
marched ashore ninety-ono insurgents found 
among the crow and pasaongora. The total 
number of prisoners taken by the Govern- 
ment ia more than 1,200. Among them are 
tho aiok and wounded and many who fought 
against their will in the inaurgent service. 
The able men who have been captured num- 
ber 47S or 500. But little trustworthy 
news has been received from the South. It 
ia not certain where ,the inancgent oruiser 
Aquidaban is pr .what Admiral Mello is 
doing. The movemonta of the lanrjl troops 
are only snrmised. The insnrgenta profess 
nob to know where General Qomero Saravaa 
is or where he and his men have been during 
the last ten days. 

MATTERS IN DENVER. 

Tho Governor Likely to Hake OoncoBBloiis 
With a View to tbe Bestoratlon 
of Order. 

Wasiiinoton, D C, March 16.— General 
McCook, at Dsnver, has informed tho war 
department that ho has been called upon by 
tho governor of Colorado for troops to assist 
in preserving order in the city, and that he 
has compiled with the request. Tbe action 
of General MoCook was referred to tbe war 
department,^ut Secretary Lament, in view 
of the polittml oomplioations of the matter, 
will lav it before the cabinet to-day. 
Lato Uiis aftenioon instrnotioca wore 
telegraphed to General MoCook, by order 
of President Olevelaad. Secretary Lament 
states that General MoCook was only au- 
thorized to use' tbe troops for the protection 
of the Government, unless the representa- 
tion was made to him by the Governor of 
tho State that the State authorities are un- 
able to euppress the Insurrection. This ia 
in effect an approval of General MoCook'a 
action in ordering troops from Fort Logan 
to Denver, but not to the extent 
of giving him discretion to pre- 
serve the peace, or of rendering assist- 
ance to tho State militia in enforcing Stale 
laws. Neither ia the general to withdraw 
his troops at tho command of the Governor, 
nor is he to take any directions at all from 
the Governor, who can expect nothing from 
the Uoited States forcea until ho has con- 
fessed his inability to uphold the law, 
and tho representatives of tho Presi- 
dent will preserve order under military 
regulations. Gov. Waito to-day wrote Gen. 
McCook withdrawing his (Wuite's) request 
for federal troops. Gen. McCook says he 
ordered the troops from Fort Logan solely 
for tho purpose of protecting United States 
property. A stateniont signed by promi- 
nent men haa boon sent to the representa- 
tives of Colorado in VYashington, requesting 
them to use their influence to prevent the 
withdrawal of the troops, saying they fear 
bloodshed in case of withdrawal. 

Denver, March 16 —This evening Gov. 
Waite announced that the proposition to 
submit to the Supreme court the question of 
the rightful claims to tbe office of commis- 
sioner would probably be accepted hy him, 
but he wanted a little more time to think 
over this. No disturbanoe occurred during 
the day, but the militia is ready to 
assemble ab a moment's notice. Gov- 
ernor Waite regrets having called 
out the troops. Ho stated to 
General McCook in conference, that a man 
had told him that tho General intimated 
hat he was ready to order out tho regulars 
when the Governor should call upon liiin for 
that purpose. General McCook denied 
this. Ho haa fully shown hia position, and 
fter a long t'ilk satisfied tho Govornmont 
that ha had lieen deceived. 

Sheriff BurchinoU telegraphed Hon. 
Daniels. Lament, Secretary of War: "I 
in quite alile to maintain ptaco here unless 
he militia of tho State are used against mo. 
Nobody but the Governor is seeking to dis- 
turb tho peace, and he is uctirg in con- 
tempt of the District court of this county." 

During tho afternoou a number of promi- 
nent men asseinbled to consider the advis- 
ability of proceeding against tho Governor 
on the question of his sanity. A committeo 
was appointed to call upon General MoCook 
and find out what ho proposed to 
do and another comniittce will look 
up the lunacy laws. The question of lunacy 
ia sprung solely for the purpose of prevent- 
ing tho Governor from proceeding with the 
inilitia without the advice of any one. It 
is an act only to be attempted as a last re- 
source. Hon. Caldwell Yeoman was the 
head of that matter.

Documents 
and other ovidenco wore discovered which 
implicato many in tbe plot to explode tbe 
bojnb in the Madeleine. Figaro advooatps 
court niartials for anarchists oanght rod- 
handed. 



GLADSTONE'S BBTIRBMEHT.

Gladstone's retirement from tho Britiah 
cabinet. 'I'hey agreed, says the oorrespond- 
ent,'"that Uladatone bad never been friendly 
to tho Vatican, and that they were much 
jntereated in observing the policy of Lord 
Roaebory, whom they regarded as rather 
friendly to.the Holy See.

Ottawa, March IG—Aa foreshadowed last 
night, it seems ua if the House ia in for a 
protracted debate on the address. The Gov- 
ernment is anxious to finish to-day in order 
to push businesB.

DENVER UNDER MARTIA.L LAW. 

Everything; Eeady for a Fight— Offlclftls De- 
termined to Hold the Fort. 

Denysb, Cel., March 16.- In aceordance 
with the orders Governor Waito issued 
Wednesday night, tho militia assembled ut 
tho armory ut 1 p.m. to oust by force tho 
old fire ard police oommisaionirj andinit 11 
those appointed by the Governor. Long be- 
fore the hour mentioned the streets leading 
to the City Hall were crowded wiib specta- 
tors and tympathtzers both of the Governor 
and his opponents. The oity may be said to 
be under martial law and in a state of in- 
tense suspenao. While the militia was at 
the armory tho police massed at the City 
Hall to oppose them, and the chief cf tho 
firo department strung a hose ihrough the 
building with which to oppose tho militia, 
ond tho sheriff sent roinforcoments armed 
with Winchcators. 

Tho alieriff also sent a telegram to Fort 
Logan to ascertain if in case of need ho could 
have tho assiatanco of tho Goverumont 
troops. Tho commander answered ho could 
do nothing without inatruotlnna from Wash- 
ington. Tho attorneys for tho old board 
say that should tho governor attempt, with 
the aid of the militia, to interfere, contrary 
to Judge Graham's injunction, ho will bo 
immediately arrested and thrown into tho 
county j iil. 

Tho Gatling gun is trained on tho City 
Hall ready to open firo. Tho police aro 
drawn up on thn main floor of tho City Hall, 
armed with rifles and shotguns, and aro 
ready for action. All tho offices in the city 
building except thoso of tho polico depart- 
ment are oloBod, and tho occupants out in 
tho hall are prepared to leave the building 
at a moment's notice. Chief of Police Stone 
eaya he will hold tho City Hali if it takes 
dynamite to do it.

Goyernment's Policy 'Explained by the 
Uinister for War— Increased 
Expendltore Necessary. 



LoNDoir, March 16.— In the Honse of 
Commons to-day Sir Edward Gray, in an 
Bwer to a question by Sir James Carmichael, 
Liberal, said the Govornmont would gladly 
consider any practical proposition looking 
to an international entente limiting arma 
ments. It is feared, however, that, in the 
meantime it wonld be. uaeless to initiate 
such reform by a modification of tho army 
estimates. 

Sir Charles Dilke moved that the Govern- 
ment give asBursnoe that the military eati 
mates would bo formed to meet the require- 
ments of possible war on sea and land under 
tho advice of officers of each arm of the 
service who were qualified to command their 
respective departments. 

Sir Charles Dilke urged that tho condi 
tion of the army waa specially bad. Its 
affairs, he doolared, wore conducted with a 
singular lack of business system, and by 
methods such aa no public company would 
tolerate nor any private person adopt. This 
state of things was certain to invole disaster 
in the event of a groat war. 

.Sir Randolph Churchill suggested the 
formation of a national defense department 
The best results, ho believed, could never bo 
attained while tho opinions of tho military 
leaders were comniun'oitcd through one 
Minister, and ho a civilian, who was often 
ujable to appreciate the advice given. 

Right Hun. H. Campbell Bannerman, 
secretary of state for war, opposed the sug 
gcstion of Lord Randolph Churchill. Tho 
present co-operative system between thoolii 
ciala of tho Naval and Military departments 
ho believed to bo perfect. 

Sir Charles Uilko then withdrew a motion 
which ho hud offered in tho senao of his re- 
marks. 

This evening Rt. Hon. Campbell Banner 
man made a general atatoment as to the 
army policy of the Government, Ho main 
tained thot it waa best to have one army 
orgoniz»tion for tho United Kingdom, tho 
Colonies and India. At homo tho Govern 
ment should maintain a force of two army 
corps, with a total strength of 80,000 men 
These two corpa would -render impossible 
any plan of invasion. The regiments at 
homo should bo intcrohangable with those 
drafted abroad. 

Rt. Hon. Campbell Bannerman argued 
that the proposal to increase the navy was 
no exoase for a rednotion in the army. The 
estimates for 1804 5, he said, were £18,0S0, 
900, or £278,100 more than last year. The 
increase was due partly to the better treat' 
ment of the men. The reserve, which was 
at present 80,.'M9 strong, would bo increased 
by 12,000 within tho near future. 



NOVA SCOTIA ELECTIONS. 

The Fielding Govornmont Sustained by a 
Majority of About fifteen— The Oppo- 
sition Iieader Defoated. 

Halifax, March 16. — (Special) — Tho 
Fielding Government in Nova Scotia has 
been sustained by a majority of about fif 
teen. Mr. Cahan, in Shelbournc, Opposi- 
tion leader in the Legislature, and Mr. 
Webster, in King'a County, another prom 
incnt member of the Opposition, and Samuel 
McDonnell, a member of the Government in 
Inverness without portfolio, are defeated 
All the other members of tho Government 
are elected. Three Liberals were running 
in Victoria, and throe in Yarmoutli. One 
Conservative waa elected in the latter 
The complete returns of the voting in the 
city ahowB that Mr. Rooho, a Government 
candidate, was defeated and that Black, 
Opposition, is elected.

A Little Exlilbiiioa of Temper by 
the Eiuporor of ' 
Cliiua. 



The Silver Wedtliugr Preparatious iu 
J apaa— Abyssinian CrneUy 
and 'a Korean 'Episode. 



Great preparations \tere being mado in 
Japon for the celebration of the Eniperor'a 
silver wedding wlion tho last steamer sailed 
for Victoria. The groat event was to take 
placo on ttio di,h of the present montli aud 
waa to bo a gorgeous uffjiir. Aooordlng to 
the lokyo.papera, Counta Ito and Yamagata 
were to be raised to tlie rank of marquis, 
and about one iiundred oommonera to the 
peerage. Among the preaentg to be given 
the Emperor, one enterprising individual, 
evidently a wino merchant, aojording to tho 
Kokuniin ShinibuD, obtained permission to 
make a present of about 52,000 worth of 
champagne, of two dilToront brands. 

The Emperor of China, though young, has 
pretty good notion of what is due to tho 
throuo in tho nialter of roapeot, not to suy 
veneration. In a decree iBsued on Jan 4 
he epoaka his mind freely thus ; 

" Vcaterday, as we wcro returning to tho 
palace from aaorificingat tlio temple of the 
Most Bifih, wo noticed a considerable 
clamor of voices outside tho Shegwu gate, 
which showed a want of respect to thu 
Imperial dignity, and carelosaneea aud 
lack of Btrictneas on tho part of tho 
oihccra of tho Imperial Houaeliold Guards 
doing duty in tho vicinity of that gate. To 
Lung and Ku Pu, commaudaut of the Van- 
guard division, tho Grand Secretary V'li 
K'un, as geuerul conimandaul of tlie Peking 
Gendarmerie, and Ch'ung Li and Ch'ang 
Lin, ufl senior and junior lieutenant geu- 
eralg of tho same, aro therefore hereby 
ordt red to bo referred to the Board of War 
for tho determination of a penalty. And bo 
it known from heneeforth that whenever wo 
go about in our sedan-chair, tho ofiicors on 
duty at tho various places the Imperial 
cortege may pass are to take special care in 
order that a repetition of this disgraceful 
conduct may in future be avoided." 

A torriQc gunpowder explosion occurred 
nt Wuchung on tho 22nd January ot about 
3 o'clock in tho afternoon, when an immenGO 
column of smoke asoended some three hun- 
dred yards, and then spread out like an um- 
brella. Tho concussion waa felt at Hankow 
on the opposite aide of tho river. The ex- 
ploaion took place at the powder works at 
Huangtupu. Twenty-sis peopie out of 
thirty add engaged at the -works, and all 
the cattle need to turn the mills, were killed. 

Chidese papers comment strongly on the 
fearfal oruelty practised in Abysaiuis, which 
seems to appal even people who are sup- 

gosed to be somewhat hardened to the in- 
iotion of torture on human beinga. It 
seems that Negus of Abyssinia, King Mane- 
lik II,, ordered the tongue of one of his 
servants to be out out, and on foot of tho 
same unfortunate man to be siwn oflf, and 
that a week later, in further obedience to 
hia command, both hands of the same indi- 
vidual woro sawn from tho arms. The suf- 
ferer was then placed in a desert under the 
burning aun until he waa devoured by tho 
vultures and hyenas. This shocking deed, 
which haa created profound horror through- 
out Abyaainia, waa committed because tho 
servant did not reveal the existence of a 
conspiracy against the Negus. 

Li Chu Kuku, and tweniy-sovon other re- 
sidents of Keiki-do, devised a achemo to 
place gunpowder in tho shrine of the an- 
cestors of tho King of Korea, to fire it and 
kill the King, the heir apparent and all 
Ministers of State, wliea they aesembled at 
the ohrino. liut oiviug to the discovery of 
llio plot nil tho contipiratora were arrested 
on the 2nd inat. Tho conspirators aro re 
ported to number some 1,000. 

It is reported that tho Japanese man-of- 
war Hiyei Kan will shortly be despatched 
to Honolulu to join the Naniwa Kan.

High School Teachers iind Pupils Enroll ns 
Uembcra and it Local Society 
Will Bo Formed. 

A. J. Fineo, B.A., of the Victoria High 
school, haa been elected cecretary, for tlio 
Province of British Columbia, of tho Botani- 
cal Club of Canada. Thia aseociation, which 
was organized in 1S91, ia alUliated to tho 
Royal Society of Canada, and includes in its 
membership tho leading botaniata of tho 
Dominion. It ia tho object of the club to 
encourngo and assist young or amateur col- 
lectors in the exploration of tho flora of their 
respective localities. Liata of plants col- 
lected and dates of llowtring aro published 
in the local papers, and all observations of 
general interest are colkcied for tho reports 
of the Royal aooiety. A great deal of inter 
eating ■md valuable work remaino to bo done 
in do .■eloping tho bot..uy of British Colum- 
bia, anil m thiij proviote, as elsewhere, tho 
otiicers of the club cijiect to accomplish 
much through the agetivy of the teachers. 
The secretary will oomn.uoioate with the 
teaohera of the proviccs regarding the club 
and its objects. 

Already an active movement in this work 
has been inaugurated for in anticipation of 
active work in botany duiioe the coming 
season, the teachers and a Targe number 
of the pupils of the High school enrolled 
themselves yesterday as mrmbera of tho 
Btontasioil Club of Canada. These incm- 
bers, with subsequent additions, will orgun- 
i/.-j a local club for mutual ussistanco and 
cncouragomcnt in the ollocting and study 
of native plants. Tho making of a collec- 
tion of tho plants of this neighborhood for 
the High School museum, has already been 
determined upon.

THE BILL OF FARE. 

The membera ol the Opposition will no 
donbt deolare that the Government have set 
before Parliament a very meagre bill of fare, 
This is the stereotyped complaint and it 
does not appear that thoro ia very much that 
is original in eitlior Mr. Lauriar or his fol 
lowers. Thoy will no doubt keep on the 
beaten trook and repeat the old oty. 

The bill of fare ia not'so meaccre as it, at 
Crat aight, appears. TIid Government has 
pronuBed tlie country a roviaed tariff and on 
inaolvency law. If Parliament taciiles these 
two diehea, its momboru will find that thoir 
appetite for legislation has been appeased, 
and that they have, with the ordinary side 
dishes before them, the materials for an ex- 
cellent meal. 

The rovieion of the tariff ia a work requir- 
ing much care and the exerciao of sound 
judgment. Ihe work is one, too, which 
will test the patriottam as well as the ability 
of the men engaged in it. There are so 
many private interests involved in remould. 
Ing the commercial policy of the country, 
and so many are inclined to prefer those in^ 
terests to the public welfare, that it is very 
(liffionlt indeed to pursue the strict and 
narrow path of duty with regard to It 
Besides, it ia not always as easy as it 
appears to be at first sight, to see what course 
is best for the public good. The Free 
Trader declares that protection is robbery, 
it is therefore the duty of Parliament to 
expnoge from the tariff every duty that pro- 
tects any industry or any interest. Mr. 
Laurier and some of his co-laborers have said 
something very like this. They dosiro to 
see the tariff divested of everj' vestige 
of protection — but not just yot. The tinio 
has not arrived to carry out their theory in- 
to praotioe. When they take time to reflect, 
they see that if they do what thoy say is 
right, if they carry out their own theory, 
the greater part of the revenue muat bo rais- 
ed by some mode of direct taxation. But 
thoy are not prepared to advocate tho impo' 
sition of un income tax, or any other direct 
tax, jnst at present. Then there are thous- 
ands of Liberals who are interested in pro- 
tected induatriea, not one of whom wanta 
tho protection taken away from tho particu- 
lar industry in which ho has invested hia 
money, and from tho prosecution of which 
he makes hia living. A very little investi- 
gation shows that tho Opposition, no more 
than the Oovernmont, is prepared to raiae 
tho banner of freo trade, and that the talk of 
protection being robbery is, with tho Liber- 
als, inaincere aa well aa aonseless rant. 

One has only to observe tho ordeal through 
which the Wilson bill is passing in the Sen- 
ate of the United States, to be convinced of 
the difficulty and the delicacy of the work 
of revising or reforming the tari£ The re- 
visers cannot take a single step in any 
direction without raising an outcry nnd 
without making enemiea. Beaidea there ia 
always the danger that in making any pro- 
posed ofaantie, serious harmand injastioe may 
be done to some industry which it Is the in- 
terest of the country to proaorvo from in- 
jury. Thoughtful readers must see tliat to 
do the work which tho Govorninent has aot 
itself to perform, requires a high degree of 
moral courage as well as a thorough knowl 
edge of the trade of the Dominion. The tar- 
iff revisers must first convince themselves 
that the changes they proposa to make are 
needed in tho interest of the public, and 
then thoy muat have the resolution to effect 
them in the face of opposition, reproacli 
and remonstrance. 

Many of those who talk glibly of what 
the Government ought to do and what it 
ought to refrain from doing, have but a very 
inadequate knowledge of what is needed to 
bo done, or of the very great difficulty of 
doing it. Tho " rcviaion of tho dutica of 
Customs " promiaod in tho Governor-Gener- 
al's apeeoh, is a work which it will require all 
the wiedoni, cournge and forbearance that 
Parliament possessos to do well.and when it 
is done, those engaged In it need not expect to 
get much credit for tho skilful and con- 
scientious performance of thoir duty. 

The country has long been crying out for 
the enactment of a good insolvency law. 
Ihe want of such a law has been severely 
felt in every province of the Dominion. 
Yet there are those who question whether it 
ia posaiblo to onoct a bankruptcy low that 
can uu generally regarded as good. Tho 
reason of this ia not far to seek. Croditors, 
generally, expect to get every dollar that Is 
their duo, and every law which forces them 
to take less than what they have an equit- 
able right to, ia naturally no; regarded by 
them with complaisanco. Then it is ex- 
tremely hard to frame a bankruptcy law 
which ia at the same time just to tho cred- 
itor ond to the debtor, and also ono that 
can be worked smoothly and equitably. 
Tho, last bankmptoj;;, law . looked well 
enough on paperi-^bub wlien it wenfc into 



operation, It was found that the 
only porsona who really received any benefit 
from it were tho assignees. Tho business 
men of the Dominion protested against it, 
and did not cease protesting until tbey had 
got rid of it altogether. A new insolvenoy 
law is now demanded. It will be no easy 
task to frame one that will meet tho re- 
quirements, of the business world. If the 
representatives of the people enact one that 
will be at) •!! satisfactory, thoy will do a 
good session's work. To revise tho tariff 
judiciously and to give the country a good 
and a workable insolvenoy law ia quite as 
muoh in the way of legislation as ought to 
be expected from Parliament this year, 

A OONTEMPTIBLB OONTEM. 
FOR ART. 

The TimoQ yesterday evening meanly and 
malignantly ac[ain quotes the nowa 
item in which was repeated the 
reports current about tho Welling- 
ton explosion ua tho view taken by 
the CoLONl.sT of the subject, while it utterly 
Ignores our editorial article on the outrage. 
We find that we were mistaken when we 
stated thot tho sontonco quoted l)y tho 
Times was part of our Nanaimo telegram. 
It was under tho head of tho 
special telegram, and wo did not 
notice the dash separating the news item 
from the body of the telegram. But that 
makes no difference in the contemptible and 
unprofeaaional spirit displayed by the editor 
of tho Times. He knowa tho difference be- 
tween street rumors and editorial uttoraucea, 
though it suited him on Thursday to consider 
tliom identical. This ia what the Colonist 
said about the.oatrage in its editorial col- 
umna on the very day in which tho deapio- 
able article appeared in the Times : 

THE WELUNfiTON OUTRAOE. 

It is imposaiblo to imagine a moro horrible 
crime than that committed by aonio vindic- 
tive miscreant in WoUington. Tho wretch 
who could place a deadly bomb beaiilo a 
house in which men, women and children 
were peacefully sleeping in fancied security, 
with the Intention of murdering them, is not 
fit to be treated aa a human boing. Ho 
more mnrderoasiy cruel and infinitely more 
dangerous than the fiercest baaat of prey, 
He is not fit to live among men. He should 
be hunted out of his hiding place, wherever 
it may be, and punished as he deserves. 
Wo have no doubt that the BUthorltica will 
do all in their power to discover the perpe- 
trator of the inhuman aot. Tho discovery of 
such a criminal will no doubt bo difficult. Ho 
worked in secrecy and placed his engine of 
death and destruction in position under the 
cover of darkness. But it often happens 
that tho precautiona which tho most cun- 
ning of criminals take to hido thoir tracks 
are unavailing. Thoy, by some apparently 
simple miat&ko or oversight, betray them- 
selves. It takes but a very slight hint to 
put the ofHoers of justice on tho right tra 
and whou they once get a cluo, they follow 
it up eagerly and persistently, until thoy 
obtain evidence sufficient to convict. It ia 
greatly to be hoped that the perpetrator of 
tho dynamite outroge in Wellington will 
soon bo discovered. Every ono in tho com- 
munity is interested in finding out who the 
guilty man ia and in bringing him to justice 
British Columbia cannot afford to harbor 
dynamiters. 

BLEOTRIO LIGHTINO. 

Tho good people of Hamilton are com 
plaining that they are paying too muoh for 
tho electric lights which are supplied by a 
private company. Each lamp ooata them 
S102 20 a year. They have been making 
enquiries, and thoy find that cities in tho 
Statoa light their own streets for leas than 
half tho money. Tho Spectator gives a list 
of fifteen States in which the average cost 
per street lamp is $45.61 per annum. Tho 
prices range from twelve dollars to sixty. 
It coat Chantor, lowo, only S12 a lamp a 
year, Crawfordavillo ia lighted for 
Bangor, Maine, for 535, and Middloton, 
Pennajlvania, 512. Tho highest price paid 
any of the fifteen cities is $G0 
per lamp, and the lights are kept 
up all night. We are not told whether 
any of these cities run thoir electric 
lights by tho almanac. But we should say 
not, for tho American imagination is not 
lively enough to fancy it is moonlight when 
the aky ia one big bank of cloud, from 
which a deluge of rain is ponring. The 
company which supplies Hamilton with 
light at the rate of §102 20 a lamp, ia wil 
ling to sell ita plant to the Corporation at 
what it conaidera a fair valuation ; but tho 
Spectator's answer ia : "No, wo thank 
you, when tho Corporation undertakes to 
light the city, it must do it by the most 
improved methods, and with machinery up 
to doto." They do not want a second-hand 
plant, muoh of which may bo obBolete. 
Philadelphia, too, is going in for generating 
ita own oleotrioity. On thia subjeos tho 
Press of that city on tho 2jth of last month, 
said : 

If councils' committee on electric light- 
ing, including Its chairman, will follow 
Director Windrim's advice and give him hia 
first electric light station, the city will 
enter on a policy which, in five years, will 
save 9500,000.. Electric and gas light to- 
gether cost the city now a rouud 51,000,000 
a year. Put in city olootrio lights and the 
gas lamps go, tho city eaves 5500,000, and 
for 5500,000 Philadelphia will be bettor lit 
than to day, -.vhen every electric arc light 
costs twice what tho same light COBtS in 
cities which oivn their plants. 

Saving S.'iOO.OOO a year ia something, but 
it is really only a trifle. Suppoao private 
corporations owned water ond gas, whoro 
would wo be? With cheap gaa, cheaper 
than Now York or Boaton, and more water? 
Not muoh. Both would bo dearer, poorer 
and higher, just aa our horso cars, ciblo oara 
and trolley cara aro. 

lu tho city of tho future all light, street 
and houBO, will come from electric plants. 
Tho cars, both surface and elevated, will be 
run by them. Power for hundroda of amall 
faotoriea and for thouBands of little houao 
plants oi sowing machiuea, knitting ma- 
chinea and other tradea will bo furniahed by 
electric wires, the power turned on with a 
switch, no aahes, no anioko, no steam, no 
trouble, Tho littlo place will get power, as 
it now gets wutor, aa cheaply aa the big ono. 

Thia is tho future of oluctrioity. Its uso 
will bo as general aa that of gas and water. 
Is it not time that the city took a hand in 
Bupplyingit? It oan bo done for a small 
sum. Eleotrio light works will pay for 
themselves in a' few yean. Ohioago has 
done it already. Eaglisn and western cities 



are all putting in their own eleotrio light 
plants, it is time Philadelphia did. 

Much that tlie Press says applies to Vic- 
toria. It should profij l>y the experience of 
other cities. They-find 'that it is cheaper 
and moro satisfactory in every way for the 
city to light ita etreeta and public buildings 
than to pay for having it done by companies 
who calculate to make ' a handsome profit 
out of the taxpayers. 

PRESIDENT AND PREMIER. 

The March number of the Canadian Mag 

azino contains a thoughtful and well written 
artlolo " Premier and President" by John 
A. Cooper. In it the writer draws a com 
parlaon between the daties and powers and 
mode of appointment of the Premier of 
Canada and the President of tho United 
States, He — whether he intends It or not — 
shows that tho Government of this Dominion 
ia really moro demooratio than that of tho 
United States. He also in hia quiet way 
leads the reader to infor that Canada stands 
a better chance of having au able and eX' 
perienced man for Ita Premier than the 
United States has of obtaining a tried and 
trained statesman of moro than ordinary 
capacity for ita Preaidont, He saya: 

One difference botwcon a Premier und a 
Preaidont ia that ono is a politician with a 
history and tho other a politician without a 
history. Aa a general rule, a Premier will 
bo found to havo entered public life aa a 
plain niembor of tho Houao of Commons 
and gradually worked hia way up to prom 
iutnco. Bi'fora ho can occupy oven a aub- 
ordinato position in tho cabinet, ho miiat 
havo marked himaolf, by hia purliamcutary 
conduct, aa a man of auperior ability, and aa 
a man posaesaing aomo of tho charactiTia 
of a leader and a statcamau. It ia only by 
the respect und favor of the members of his 

Earty In parliament that he can stand 
igh in their councils, and when his 
party ^is in power hold a portfolio in the 
Goverument. And it is only when, by hia 
gouiua KB a atatcaman and hia tuct and abil 
ity aa a leader, he eliali liavo proved himself 
to bo the strongaat man in hia party, that he 
ahull be entiiled to bo prumior when liis 
party is the predominent ono in Parliament, 
No man of medioore ability Is at oil likely 
to occupy this Important position, ^e muat 
necessirlly be ajQan tried and proven. The 
premier IsgeneraUv himself a member of tho 
popular ELouse. The recent premier, Sir 
John J. C. Abbott, was a member of the 
Souate; but this is unusual, for the premier 
is almost necessarily the leader of the major 
ity In the House of Gommons, Thus, 
the Canadian Premier reaches his position 
by means of a ladder. The President, on 
the other hand, reaches his by a flying leap. 
Uo is not necessarily a tried member of 
Congress, nor is it usual for him to have 
had any experience in Congress. A favo: 
able condition is that ho shall havo been a 
governor of aomo state, but such a qualifica- 
tion as thia ia not ncceaaary. But ho ia 
usually a Btateamsn marked by superior 
qualities, and ia ohoaon by tho party caucus 
bcoauae ho can control hia own state, and 
not bo unacceptable to tho other states 
Tho leaa oxperienoo in public life ho haa had, 
tho fewer cuomioa he ia likely to have, and 
tho leaa there ia to be said against him. 

The article is instructive, and it is, in our 
opinion, fair, Tho preference for the Cana' 
dian form of Government ia quite visible, 
but Canadians generally will consider that 
ho has good reasons for hia partiality. It Is 
clear to tho observant student of politics, 
that Americans themselves are not ao posi 
tivo in asserting tho superiority of their in' 
stitutions to those of all other nations, 
as they were some years ago, and 
not 80 loud in insisting on tho perfection 
and tho infallibility of Iha conatitu 
lion of tho United States. Experi 
once ia showing thorn that there are 
weak places in their Governmental structure 
and that its machinery does not work eo 
smoothly and with such precision as thoy 
thought it did when tho Republic was 
young and before it was required to do 
heavy and complicated work.

Captain Jobn Irving Betnrns From tbe East 
Where He Dlscnssed Hatters With the 
Canadian Pacific Powers. 

After a lengthy trip to the East Captain 
John Irving, manager of the Canadian Paoi- 
ff'o Navigation company, and Mrs. Irving, 
returned home yesterday by tbe City of 
Kingston, In his travels Captain Irving 
has visited the principal cities of Eistern 
Canada and tho llnited States, and among 
other places paid a visit to the city of Waah- 
ington. Of course one of tho principal mat- 
tera he attended to while away was to con- 
fer with tho C. P. R. people as to what 
agreement could be arranged bolween them 
and tho C. P. X Co. in regard to tho tratBc 
between Victoria and tho Mainland. Cap- 
tain Irving has brought back with him 
the terms of agrct-mcnt which tho railway 
people wish to muko with his company and 
will lay it before the board of directors in a 
day or two. Though not feeling at liberty 
to disclose the terms of the proposed agree- 
ment, Capt. Irving frankly acknowledged 
that he did not f4vor it personally, and 
thought thot an amicable arrangement on 
more favorable terms could bo secured by a 
conference between the steamship company 
and railroad people. Tho board of directors 
of course were the ones to decide, but it 
they accepted the sgrcement one effect 
would be a reduction in wages, a thing that 
he was decidedly averse to. Touching on 
the outlook of travel to the Coast during 
the coming summer, Capt. Irving did not 
find any prospsct of an increase over last 
season, people not having recovered from 
tho cffccte of tho late depression snfficiently 
to feel disposed to spend a great deal of 
travelling for pleasure. The Midwinter 
Fair, however, had been one bright spot in 
the general dullness. What struck him 
after a careful review of the financial situa- 
tion iu the East was that money waa 
gradually becoming accumulated in tho 
hands of a very few people, and that waa 
where one of the great causes of the hard 
times lay.

The " Queen " Replaces the " City of 
Puebla"— An 8,000 Miles Kace 
, t" ..r^Stt. "Maude" Away, 

The arrival and departure of the steam 
ship Warrimoo wus the principal incident 
qoonrring in local marine qircles yesterday. 
The ship, in command of '-'Capt, Herbert 
Perry* left tie Terminal City at 7.30 o'clock 
yesterday morning, arriving here shortly 
after noon, and departing for Honolulu, 
Suva and Sydney at about G o'clock. On 
tho way down to Victoria those on board 
the Warrimoo passed the big tug FearleBs 
on her way to Nanaimo for snfiSoient coal to 
last her while towing tho City of Puebla to 
San Francisco. The Warrimoo has u full 
miaoellaneoua cargo on this trip. She 
received eighty tons of general freight 
ah thia port, twenty tona being 
shippod by Iccil morchanta and tho balance 
from tho Sound cities. The freight landed 
hero waa aa followa : 800 aaoks of feed, 130 
cases and 25 barrels of bottled beor and 77 
cases of paper from tho Sound and 100 oases 
and 1.'! barrels of ealmou ; 110 caaee ot 
pickles being shippod by J. H. Falconer to 
Suva and Sydney. At Vancouver tho 
steamer loaded u largo quantity of machinery, 
lumber, laths, piokots, lime, salmon, etc., 
and 81 sacks of mail, which waa increased 
by 8 sacks on reaching Viotcriu. Aa 
saloon passengers the Warrimoo. carries :

AX EUiHT THODSAND MII.E RACE. 
Letters recently received from Port Lloyd, 
Bouin Islands, atato that tho Seattle schoon- 
ora Allio 1 A'gkr and Henry Dennis ariivcd 
there on February 8, tho former dropping 
anchor juat three houra before tho latter. 
Before tho aohonnera loft Seattle aonie of tho 
hunters put §200 into a pot for tho ono which 
made the shortest time from Capo Flattery 
to Benin Islands, Tho Algar left Seattle 
December 17 and tho Dennis December 21 
Tho former's sailing time aoroaa the Paoiflo 
wao 47 days and tho Dannis' time 43 days. 
Tho Algar lost four days at Honolulu, but 
this cannot bo counted out. Mr, Nixon, tho 
schooner's owner, thinks it rouiarkablo that 
two vessels should make a race of 8,000 
miles and be so close together at the finish. 
Uo also thinks it the longest race on record. 
Capt. Miner, of one of the schooners, 
writes that he took six seals off Capt. Flat- 
tery, experienced very warm weather on tho 
way over and that eleven sealing schooners 
had been at Bonin Isluida this season. The 
only Victoria soboonertbere was the Brcnda. 
Everybody was well and they expected to 
begin sealing about the middle of February, 
THE "JIAODE" sails, 
Kyuquot is the terminus of tho ateamer 
Maude's semi-monthly voyage to tho Woat 
Coast, entered upon last evening, and as 
the place is considerably farther north than 
points naually visited by this steamer, it 
will probably be a week or so boforo her ro 
turn. She is tatcing supplies up to a store 
at Eyqunot, and this and other freight for 
different places on the route make up a 
good oargo. More or less lumber is being 
shipped to tho coast on each trip the Maude 
makes, iodiciting that building operations 
are continually in progress.

The house went into oommittee on the 
mineral aot amendment bill, Mr. Grant iu 
tho chair. 

It was decided to refer the bill to the 
raining committee for the consideration of 
eoveral suggested amendments, and iho com 
mitteo rose and reported progress. 

MUNIOIPAL ACT. 

The houao wont into committeo on tho 
municipal uct amendment bills introduced 
respectively by Hon. Mr. Davio and Mr. 
Grant, with Mr. Booth in the chair. The 
bills were considered concurrently, the 
olauaea bsing taken up from eaoh in the 
order in which they Bffeoted the act. 

The property qnalifloation provisions of 
Mr. Grant's bill were ameQded,.so as to 
striko out the increase there provided' for, 
and leaviDg the amounts .at for^ qtaypra 
$l,OUO in Victoria and $500 in Nanatmo, 
and for aldermen; $500 in Tiotoria, $.^50 in 
Kanainio. The provision that thia qualifi- 
cation should be according to the ussesa- 
meut roll over and abivo any mortgage was 
struck out, it being pointed out that a radi- 
cal diffji.-'ice exists between the nature of 
mortgages and of judsmonta. Asieut Wtsa 
given after discussion to tho provision of 
Mr. Grant's bill making the rental necessary 
to qualify ft houaeholder to vote in Victoria 
SI 20 per annum in place of §60 aa hereto- 
tore. 

Mr. Brown moved to insert in thia 
clause the words ; " Any person paying 
rental to the amount herein provided 
for a room or rooma used by such 

E raon as a dwelling shall be held to 
9 a householder, and entitled to vote as 
anoh." He held thiit such persona as here 
referred to, renting for themselves or their 
families rooms in private boarding houses or 
in the large brick blocks erected in the 
cities, have just aa good a right to vote as 
h ivo the occupants of small wooden shanties, 
wliO ait, rtcognized aa houeeholdera. Ho 
p:;int-d out thai a very useful olftJS in tho 
community, conBisting principally of the 
unmarried men, rent only rooms, but 
though they pay high rentals and iudircotly 
contribute a good deal to the city revenue, 
they are not allowed a vote in municipal 
iiifairs. 

Mr, Grant quite agreed with tho amend- 
ment, which ho said ho has advocated for 
yeara without succces. He did noi see why 
there should not be a lodger qu.ili[ioation 
here as in England. 

The amendment waa lost on division of 6 
to 11, thoee voting for it being Messrs. 
Grant, Kitchen, Brown, Forater, Keith and 
Watt. 

The committee having made considerable 
progress rose and reported.

Mb Croft asked leave to introduce a bill 
to amend the fire companies' aid amendment 

an, 1S71. 

B'l! read a first time. 
At o'clock tho Speaker left the chair. 

After UcccHN. 
On motion of Mr. McKcnzie, Mr. 11 
who has i!Ouo out of town, waa removed from 
the committee on tho Gauvreau expedition, 
which will now conaiat of five membora with 
three for a quorum. 

MdSlOIFAIi AOT. 

The house egain went into oommittee on 
the bills to amend the municipal aot, Mr, 
Booth in the ohair. 

Hos. Mb. Datie moved an amendment 
m -I king the • date up to which a rebate on 
the municipal taxes may be granted the 1st 
cf December, as formerly, instead of tho 
Slstiof October, as enacted by an amend 
mont paEsert last year. This was, attor dia 
cus'iion, agreed to on divifiion. 

Hon, Mh Davie alao moved to etrikooiv 
the word "public" in tho clause exempting 
hospitals from taxation. Ho asked why a 
hospital such as St. Joseph's, for instance, 
which is carried on for purely charitable 
purposes, and not for private gain in any 
way, should bo taxed. Ha thought that tho 
word "public" got into tho uct by inad- 
vertence. This was agreed to, after words 
hid been added limiting tho acreage to bo 
included in theso exemptions, 

Hon. Mh Davie moved to repeal tho 
clauao requiring tho holder of a licenao ob- 
tained sinco 1S91 to advertise in tho news- 
papers eveiy six montha hia intention to 
apply for a renewal. Hu said there 
appeared to bo no good reason 
for niakinc tho diBcrimination between per- 
sona who hold licenacs bofoto 1891 and thoso 
who obtained them since, and that there is 
no vested right in a liccnae, which ought to 
be subject to repeal at any time if abuced 
hy the holder. He thought, however, that 
all license holders should he treated alike, 
and therefore moved this amendment. 

Agreed to on division, after diecusaion. 

Hon. MSa Davik next moved an omend- 
menb prohibiting Sunday trading, or Sun- 
day labor, except in specified worka of 
ncceaaity or charity. Ho said thia waa in 
accordance with tho generally expressed 
wish, in Victoria at any rate, where a large 
number of stores are kept open on Sunday, 
not becauao their proprietors want to, but 
because some of their ncighbora do 
Ko, and thoso who closed would 
be put at a disadvantugo. He 
iuutiiiiced tho petition of tlio barlixro for" 
municipal by-law to compol Sundoy closing, 
which failed of result because ono pro- 
prietor would not sign. Thu oxccptiona in- 
clude railways and tramways, hack drivers, 
livery stablcR, drug Btorea and such places 
which from their nature aro required to be 
kept open at all timfs. 

The amendment wai agrrcil to, and after 
several other cUi;8eo had been passed the 
oommittee roBi> and icpnrtet] progresa.

For raising the sum of $56,000 for lighting: 
purposes. 

WnEUEAS, Tho present lighting system of 
tho City of Victoria la Insullicient. it is oxpodi. 
ont and neceaaary to construct and oporate- ■ 
works for supplying the inhabitanta oC the- 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with elec- 
tric light, and for that purpose to raise, by way 
cf loan upon tho credit of the said city, the sum 
ot $33,000 ; 

And Wiiekkab, It wl'l require tho sum of 
$2,835.38 to bo raised annually by rate tor the 
payment; of sm^ new debt and 

And WasBBAS, The whole ratable land and' 
Improvements or real property ot tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City qf Victoria according to^ 
tho last revised assessment roll tor the year 
1893,isS18,611,U2i 

And Whereas. It will require an annual- 
rate of 10-100 of one mill in tho dollar for paying 
such now debt and Interest ; 

Bu IT TnKREi-oiiK Enactud by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation ot tho City 
ot Victoria aa follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful tor tho Mayor ot the 
Corporation ot tho City ot Vlotorla to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho said Corporation by way- 
of the debentures hereinafter mentioned, from " 
any person or persons, iMdy or bodies corpo- 
rate, who may be wHUng to advanoe the same 
as a loan, a sum of naoney not exceeding In the- 
whole the sum of $55,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at the rate of 1.869 dollars' to the one 
pound sterling), and to causo all such sums so 
raised or received to be paid into tho hands ot 
tho Treasurer ot tho said Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with tho object herelnbeforo re. 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall bo lawful for the said Mayor 
to cauHO any number of dobenlurea to bomado, . 
executed and issued for auch auma aa may bo 
rcciuired, not oxcoedicg, however, tho sum of 
S3o,G0O either la currency (or atcrling money 
atthoratoot 1 863 dollars to tho ono pound 
sterling) as may be required, eaoh ot tho said 
dobonturcs boingof the amount of 91,000 or its < 
sterling equivalent at the rate aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall be sealed with the 
Foal of the Corporation and signed by the- 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. Thoaaid debentures ahall bear date 
tho 1st day ot May, 1831, and shall bo made 
payable in fifty years from tho aaid date at . 
auch placo either In Groat Britain, tho United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada,, 
as may be designated thereon, and shall have- 
attached to them coupons for tho payment Of 
Interest, and tho signatures to the interest 
coupons may bo oil her written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

See. 1. Tho said dobonturcs shoU boar Intor- 
cat at tho rate ot IJ per cent, per annum from 
the dato thereof, which Interest shall bo pay- 
able halt-yearly at such place, either in Great 
Britain, tho United States of America, or the 
Dominion of Canada, as may be expressed in 
tho debentures and coupons. 

Sec 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cauao the aaid debentures and tho Interest 
coupons, either or both, to bo made payable at 
such placo, oithor in Groat Britain, tho United 
Statca, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may be 
desired. 

Sec, D. For tho purpose ot raising annually a 
certain specific sum for tho payment ot tho in- 
tcroat on tho said debonturoa during their cur- 
rency, thoro shall bo raised annually tho sum 
of 8l',173, and for tho purpose of raising 
annually a certain epociflo sum for tho pay-- 
montot tho debt at maturity, thoro shall be 
ralaod annually tho sum ot $360,38. 

Soo. 7. For tho purpose ot payment of the 
said auras in tho next preceding paragraph 
mentioned, there shall bo raised and levied in 
each year a rate ot lC-100 of ono mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratable land or improve- 
menta or real property in tho municipality of 
Iho said corporation of tho City ot Victoria 
during the oontinuanoe of the said debentures 
or any of them. 

Sec. 8. Tliat it bIibU be lawful for the said 
Municipal Counoil from' time to time to pur- 
chase any of the said dobentures, and such 
debentures shall be so expreaaed as to entitle 
the said Council to redeem and purchase tho 
same on paying the amount thereof and tho 
intereat duo thereon at li>o date of auch pur- 
cliaso, to tho holder or holdera thereof, at any 
time after twont.y-llvo yeara from tho date of 
issoanee of tho eaid debentures. 

Sec. 0. This by-law shall, botoro tho final 
paaaago thereof, roeeivo tho assent of tho 
electors of tho said Corporation in tlic manner 
provided for in tho Municipal Ac'-, ISM, and 
aniendmonls thereto, and shall tnko effect on 
thj lat day ot May, 1801, 

Sec. 10. This By-Law may ho cited tor all 
purposes as the " Klectrio lighting By.Ijaw,

The number of men 
in tho service will be increased by 6,700, 
including marines, lu tho coming year 
seven new battleships of tlie firat-olass, six 
cruiaera of tho seoond-claBs, two sloops and 
thirty-six torpedo deatroyora of a new model 
ore to bo laid down.

Lacrosse Club Annual Meetingf-Discns- 
siou of Importoat PoitttB ;Coa- 
uecteti With the National Game." 

The lutoiuaticaal St. Patrick's Day 
Football Hatch at Caledonia 
Parfc To day. 

There waa a goodly attendance at tho 
annual general meeting of the Victoria 
Laorosse Club, last evening, composed alto- 
gether of thoroucilily active players and 
workers who meant business. In the ob 
senoe, through illneae, of President W. H, 
Ellis, Dr. Jones oooupied the ohair. 

The following report by the president was 
received and read :

To the Officers and Mcmhcrs of the Victoria

Tho 3 oar of 1893 proved tho most succeasful 
in tho history of tho Victoria Lacrosse Club. 
Until Ihulaac two matcliea, tho season resulted 
in a series of unbroken succcaaes. Out of IC 
matclies one game only waa loat to Vancouver, 
and ono to Wcatnilnstor, tho latter while tho 
principal playing members ot Iho team worn 
engaged on the eastern tour. This gave to Vic- 
toria tho channiionshlp of B. C. and a pennant 
prcaonted by ho 11. U. Co, 

Tha year, although there ia a slight deficit, 
waa also a succasd in n llnanciat sense. Tho 
totil cash ruvcived from all sourrea was $3,400. 
This was d«f otoil to tbo p-tying ot tho previous 
year's doHcltot $i81.ifd. to tbo building ot a com 
fortablo club huuso. the payment ot rent tor 
Caledonian park, and Ihngouoral oxpensea of 
iho club ; wliilu J iiKI w la devotod to the expen- 
se- of ti'O e .auuii uip, '1 he exponse of the 
Morton ci'so amounK d lo Silli SI with onolcgal 
bill tu lie ir f i'o:ji. T.iklng out iheao two extra- 
ordinary il tma, it will liu eocn that otlierwlso 
thoiu wiiuld liavo bui-iiii liaiul^onio Burplus. 

j\l a gene id niucliiig of the club, it was 
decided lo at nu tlio team eaat to match thoir 
play with tho Benioi'cluris o( Montreal, Toronto 
and Oiiawa. Tbo euin of $300 was voted tO' 
wards thij Olid, and citizona contributed $18j, 
Tho catt' rn people considered it somowliat 
proaumptuoua for a team trom tho Pacific 
coast to challenge thoir crack clubs; thia opin- 
ion was held b. many in Victoria also. With 
tho exception o( Ottawa, the vislllng team re- 
ceived every bospltality at thj bands of the 
eastorn clubs. Tho first game was at Montreal 
with tho "Montreala" and w-tia in favor of 
Victoria, tho result btilng six games to nothing. 
TbU pomewhat altered the opinion in the oast 
and at homo with regard to tho Victoria club's 
prowess. At Toronto on tho following 8,itur 
day, tho "Torontoa" wero defeated by three lo 
two. Again, at Montreal, three days l iter, in a 
gamowlth tho famous "ShamrocAs," there ult 
waa a draw, tho chances being in favor of Vic 
toria. A), Quebec, on llio Saturday fullowing, 
tho match w-as a victory tor Vlotorlo, six 
games to two. Lord Aberdeen, Qovornor- 
Qonoral ot Canada, saw his llrst ganio of 
lacrosse hero, and faced tho ball. A Ithough tho 
Cttpitals, ot Ottawa, tho w;lnnorg of tho eaatorn 
cnampioncuip. arranged for a ganlo with tho 
Victorians at the oxhlbitlon grounds they only 
Bontamixcd team. Had it not boon for the 
disappointment to the people tlie Victoriaha 
would have retired from tbo .Soldi They, bow- 
ovor, began the mateb, but with a general lack 
ot desire to do thoir best, and this match re- 
sulted in a defeat of throe to two, the only one 
Fuatained on tho tour— a very creditable record. 
Tho general result of tho trip was very much 
to tho credit of the Victorians, and proved that 
they wero the peers ot any team in the 
cast. It is hoped that tho llrst tnaiu 
thoro will bo sent to B. C. tor a 
SBrics of matches during tbU year. In such 
event t hoy will receive a warm woicomo. Ovr 
ing to unfavo. able weatbor and playiag princi- 
pally in tho iniddio ot the week, tho trip showa 
a dud it 01 ?D7.oiJ. 

An endo'ivor was made by several cluba. the 
initiation being taken by the lacrosse club, to 
arrangii for permanent athletic grounds, but 
owing to tho general stringency In money mat- 
ters. It has been decided loabandnn thisproject 
untilamoro favorable period.. It will th. ro 
fore be necessary to enter inio an arrangoniont 
with the Caledonian society for a further lease 
of I lieir grounds. 

During tho past year Iho public have boon 
generous in their attot dance at tho matches, 
and in many other ways havo recognized tho 
cllorlsof tho club. Tho club owes a debt of 
thanks to Iho gentlemen win provided a tor- 
tion ot tlio funds for tho Kaatern trip, and on 
team's return thcrefroai, in securing funda 
for tin") |;'i!idHotno souvenir of tlio eeaaon's f uc- 
ceasos, presented on behalf of tho citizens by ills 
Honor Licut,-Govornor Dcwduoy, In tho ihu»- 
tro. 'Iho young men of tho city, principally 
thoao connected with other amateur aportu. 
also tendered tho oUlceraand plajing members 
of tho roam a emoking concert and supper at 
Hotel Victoria, which compliment waa highly 
aporociatod. 

An endeavor should bo put forth to make the 
coming season's work as hueccssful as that of 
ISOH. All that ia needed to bring about this 
end is tho exercise of the aamo ambition on tho 
part ol tho playing membcra of Iho club that 
urged them laht year to hard work in practice 
and united and fair play in tho ii'atchca ; and 
on tho part of tho oltlccrs and membtrs ot the 
club and of tho public, a continuance of tho 
sympathy and asaiaWnco that they so gener- 
ously btstowed in 18113.

Messrs. Maonsughtop, Ditchburn, Mac- 
lionzie, Morton, Blight and otliera ulao were 
la favor of the proposition, holding that as 
a man does not know, when he g ica on the 
field, whether ho will havo to play tbo full 
two houra or not, it is only right; that he 
should lie in condition to do so, if iiccio-iary, 
and that if he U not in condition to play for 
that linio ho should not ciiter tho match. 

T. H. Allioe referred to the nt,jetsity of 
oppointing a n fcree for the entire te;\aon, 
and making it iucuuibont on tliut particular 
man to bo present. This would avoid a lot 
oF 'ho trouble v/hioh had br-en met with in 
•■ n -,ast, when it canio to select a referee. 

A. E Macnaughtou dreiy attention to tho 
lulo providing that when a man on one team 
is iiijarod, tho other team shall drop a man 
to eciualiso matters. Ho BiiKgeated that it 
bo left to tho discrotion of tbo captain of tho 
full fltroogth toum whether ho should drop 
a man or call on tho other captain to replace 
the injured man, Tlio present praolioe of 
dropping a man, bo said, ia often productive 
of diaoourngenient and bad feeling, basidcs 
imposing u very unpleasant duty on tho 
field captain, as the man laid ofif naturally 
thinks ho is oonaidered the weakest on the 
team, and oonsctiuontly does not always 
play with the same spirit when put on 
again, 

yV. E. Dilchburn asked if it could not h) 
arranged to placa more than four homo 
matches on the schedule, aa there are timoa 
when three and four weeks pass in tho sea- 
eon when no matches are on, a losa of inter- 
est on the part of the public resulting. 

This brought up the matter of tho entry 
of the Nanaimo club into the senior league. 

Mr. Drury said that the Moonlightera of 
Westminster, had intimated their intontion 
of applying for admission, but it waa the 
opinion of the older pluyora that new toama 
ehould give proof of being able to play on 
equal terms against the nrst-class teams in 
the asBOoiation. 

With reference to the subject of a team 
for the Midwinter Fair, Mr. Burnes said tbo 
president's idea was to pick twenty-four 
men from the threa senior clubs, let them 
go down and constitute two teuiii? represen- 
tative of tho province.
